THE EDITOR 


By reason of its purity, uniform 
quality and cheapness in compar­ 
ison with nature’s product, artifi­ 
cial ice has all hut completely 
eclipsed the use of natural ice in 
Adams county and few persona 
can L>e located who cut ami store 
ice for sale during the summer 
months. 
A number of persons residing 
along streams and dams in Adams 
county cut and store ice in ice 
houses during the winter months 
for their individual 
use 
in the 
summer, but it is estimated that 
not more than two or three per­ 
sons are engaged in the business 
cif storing and selling natural ice 
in the county. 
One of the few' persons in Ad­ 
am s c unty who makes a business 
of storing ice in the winter and 
selling it in the summer is Harry 
Wagner, Table Rock, who cuts 
blocks of frozen water from the 
Plank Mill dam in the winter and 
sells it in Biglerville during the 
summer. Mr. Wagner has cut ice 
twice this winter. 
The 
second 
time the ice was ten inches thick 
and of good quality. More often, 
however, ice on stream s and dams 
becomes dirty and unfit for use. 
The Gettysburg Ice and Storage 
Company here- supplies artificial 
ice to nearly every town in the 
county. 
The artificial 
product 
turned out by the local concern is 
kept to high standards of quality 
and purity, and no danger of 
using it in liquids need be felt at 
any time.
